Here's the situation in a nutshell. 

The lioinl issue, which will provide 
the fuinl.- to acquire this land and de- 
velop it, has l.ecn authorized I > y . the 
passage of the necessary ur.linumc by 
our Borough Council. Matters of this 
sort all come under the authority and 
within the jurisdiction of Council. 

The whole matter of schools and pub- 
lic education comes under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Hoard of Education of the 
Borough — a branch of our local or Bor- 
ough government that is entirely sepa- 
rate from our Council. 

Funds iiM'd in the purchase of land 
for sites, and the construction and 
equipment of school buildings, as fixed 
by the .State laws, arc raised through 
the Mill' — by the Board of Kducation — 
of bonds which are authorized by the. 
citizens through a popular vote. 

The bonding capacity of the Board 
of Kducation is entirely separate and 
distinct from the Borough Council's 
.authority to issue bonds.

Mill'' Bond Issue, on which the citizens 
of .Narberth will vote on election day, 
Tuesday, November "\ to provide funds 
for the new Outdoor Community ('enter, 
will have absolutely no bearing on the 
Hoard of Kducut ion V right and capac- 
ity to provide the necessary funds for 
new school buildings. 

In view of these facts, we

Such is the animated opening of the 
famous Bell ('horns from Pagliacci, 
which will be sung by the Narberth 
Choral Society on November s in the 
Benelit Concert in the Metropolitan 
Opera House. 

The full program will be announced 
in Our Town the week previous to the 
concert. 

In the meantime, let us outline brief- 
ly the story of Pagliacci (pronounced 
Pahl-vat-chee ), which means — "The 
Players." 

This is a dramatic opera in two acts, 
written by Leoncavallo, and first pro- 
duced at Milan in 1802. Leoncavallo 
was the son of a magistrate and the 
story of Pagliacci is based on an 
actual occurrence in the court where 
hi.s father presided as Judge. 

Canio is master of a traveling troupe, 
composed of his wife Nedda, Touio the 
clown, Peppa, and Silvio, a villager, in 
love with Nedda. The troupe arrives 
at the village Calabria, and parading 
through the town announces a perform- 
ance for that evening, which news is 
greeted with much enthusiasm on the 
part of the peasants, 

Tho company then disperses and goes 
to the inn to celebrate with the villag- 
ers, except Nedda, who is left alone. 
The Chorus of the Bells, the number 
to be rendered by the Choral, is sung 
by the peasants away in the distance. 
Nedda is troubled for fear Canio, her 
husband, is aware of her love affair 
with Silvio. 

The clown Tonio intrudes and makes- 
love to Nedda, while she is there dream- 
ing of Silvo, but is repulsed. Silvio- 
then appears, and Nedda promises to- 
fly with him that night. Tonio spies 
upon theni, and in revenge informs 
Cnnio, who returns quickly from the 
tavern and just misses Silvio, who es- 
capes. There is a terrific quarrel be- 
tween Canio and Nedda, in which Canto 
almost kills her. 

The performance is about tp'ffltart^' 
and has a plot exactly in keeping,. al- 
most to the detail, with the tragedy* 
being enacted in those troupers' lives'/ 
Cnnio is heart-broken at the loss of his 
wife's love, and wonders how he can 
go through with the farce. The curtain 
is drawn aside, and Nedda and Pappe 
(her lover in the troupers' play) are 
feasting. Finally (just as it had oc-'

Tin' se--ions by postmasters of the 
liist and second class were held in the 
ne.\ National Museum and were ad 
ilresse.l by able men in the service from 
vaiiou- ollice- throughout the I'nited 
States and al-o bv the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Will 11. I'laye-. and the four 
Assistant Postmasters General. 

The log thought at the convention 
was how to render the best kind of 
.-en ice, with the co-operation ot the 

public, i nducting the gigantic busi 

nes- of the l'o-t Olhcc Department. 
That, it i- a big business was illustrated 
by the Postmaster General when In- 
stated that, regarding parcel post mai- 
ler, he h.-ei recently been a Ivise! by 
the President of the American Rail 
nays Express Company that their corn- 
pan v had handled four million express 
pa-hagc- in HUM. "Well," Mr. Hays 
replied, "that's a lot of packages, but 
we in the Po-t Office Department, in 
the same period, handled two billion, 
six hundred million packages." 

While "Service" is the watchword. 
in iit-ti attention is being given to the 
three hundred and twenty-live thousand 
employees in the service. It is the 
thought of tho-e charged with the re 
>pousibility of good service that -iich 
service can be.| be secured when the 
great army of employees are provided 
wi'h proper -anitary and other working 
conditions bonelicinl to their health and 
I happiue--. With this worthy end in 
; view, a National Welfare Council has 
i been organized for the Post Ollice De- 
partment. 

There i- no doubt but the many who 
were privileged to attend this great 
convention of postmasters and postal

We have therefore in Nar- 
berth no problem in this respect, but 
as to house numbers. There are quite a 
few that are not properly numbered, 
and every resident in Narberth whose 
house is not properly numbered is urged 
lo co-operate in this matter so that wc 
may report our town as being 1011 per 
cent, in this respect. Where a house 
lms no number displayed or an incorrect 
number there is liable to be delay in 
delivery, particularly when it is neces- 
sary to have substitute carriers on duty 
who cannot be familiar with the exist- 
ing condition.

The bigge-t a--ets of a community are not its property values, 
Inmever imposing. They are the health and happiness of its people. 
To promote tho-e is a policy of enlightened self-interest and of transcend- 
ent importance. That is the virtue in every law for the better ordering 
of the community 's affairs, in every project for its betterment. That is 
the justification and the inspirational force behind the undertaking which 
the Narberth Outdoor Community Center represents. 

No resident of the borough, it is to be hoped, needs at this late 
day any a-siiram ■<• or persuasion as to the merits of the bond issue pro- 
posal that will be voted upon November Sth. Hut there are certain con- 
siderations to be urged from the physician '.< point of view that should 
add enthu-.a-m to conviction among the loyal supporters of the plan. 
Tin- is no mere manifestation of material development; it has a far- 
reaching -ocial and moral significance. 

The instinct of play is Nature's stimulus in childhood and preserva- 
tive in maturity. The toddler trundling a hoop on the pavement, the 

youngster on the sandlot dia ml. the striving youth on the football 

gridiron, are following the same impulse that sends their fathers to the 
seashore or the golf links. Whether piny be the most important thing 
in life, a- it seem- to the young, or the instinctive relaxation from pro- 
ductive work, as it is in their elders, all normal human beings feel the 
mod of it, and to satisfy that need is to benelit them in body, mind and 
soul. 

Open air exercise in its multifarious forms is the ideal expression 
of the instinct. But when left to themselves, the young do not always 
use their opportunities to the best advantage: they are liable to fall into 
over exertion, or to acquire an unbalanced physical 'development. It is 
here that the modern playground fulfills an important function. Super- 
vision—sympathetic but not officious, scientifically trained but not rigid 
or repressive — turns the restless energies of youth into channels -which 
insure the greatest benefits to the individual and to society. Rational 
open air exercise under wise supervision has incalculable value. It pro- 
vides not only the necessary equipment, but a healthy atmosphere and 
environment which bring physical, mental and moral blessings. 

So much competent testimony has been given as to the social value 
of consummation of the playground idea that consideration hardly needs 
emphasis. As a center of community life, as an encouragement to civic 
pride, neighborliucss and wholesome fellowship, nothing could promise 
more. Who can measure the immodii.te material and aesthetic benefits 
that will flow from the transformation of an unsightly waste into a place 
of beauty, a veritable garden of childhood, a perpetual influence for the 
brightening of lives and the promotion of physical, mental and moral 
well-being? If he who makes two blades of grass grow where one grew 
before lie a public benefactor, the people of Narberth have an oppor- 
tunity for a collective achievement in service that should be memorable 
indeed. And it is no negligible incentive that by carrying to success 
this accomplishment Narberth will give an inspiring example to the 
whole Alain Line, perhaps the proudest collection of suburban communities 
in the I'nited States.. 

Hut to the physician the dominating thought will be the potential 
betterment of life for the individual and the group. All schools of 
healing agree now that the prevention of disease provides for the scient- 
ist n greater field than its cure. Sacred is the function o'f tho physician 
to alleviate pain, to strive against the maladies which assail the hunmn 
. organism. But no less is it his obligation to encourage practices for 
the preservation of health, to teach the ne^t and coming generations 
how they may gain and proseivo that vigor of body and mind, that 
serenity of spirit, which fortify the complex structure against the in- 
sidious attacks of disease. 

To promote these ends there is nothing more 'serviceable than whole- 
some exercise and relaxation in the open air, which will be immeasurably 
encouraged by the creation of a beautiful and well equipped playground 
for the people.

Xew and interesting books are being 
addeil each week to our Narberth Com- 
munity Library, but this past week has 
brought to the library shelves in the 
V. M. <". A. huilding a volume tint for 
various reasons will be of peculiar in- 
terest tn Narberth folks. 

it is "McAroni Ballads," by T. A. 
Daly, nnd is autographed by the author, 
who very graciously presented it to the 
Narberth Library. 

Frequently it happens that a man is 
''not without honor save in his own 
country," which being translated often 
means his "own locality." But happily 
this is not true of Mr. Daly. 

A I'hiladelphinn hy birth nnd life- 
long residence, Tom Daly is both read 
nnd appreciated by the "home folks." 
Also he is popular throughout the coun- 
try. And this is as it should be. for 
liis poems are as fine as anything of 
their kind that have been written. 
Many of his Irish dialect verses are 
veritable gems, while his Italian dialect 
verses are distinctly and universally ad- 
mitted to be without any rivals. No 
American poet has done so much as 
Mr. Daly toward revealing to the Amer- 
ican people the warm-hearted kindli- 
ness of the Italian. 

Those of Mr. Daily's many followers 
who do not know it will be interested 
in learning that he was an old friend 
of the late James Whitcmnb Riley and 
that the Honsicr poet took occasion 
many times to compliment Mr. Daly on 
hi* verses. 

"McAroni Ballads" contains many 
nf Mr. Daly's host poems as well as 
many of his Irish and Italian dialect 
verses, among the latter two notable 
favorites, "So (Had for Spreeng" and 
•'For Goodness Sak!" It also includes 
two bits of verse that have a distinct 
Philadelphia flavor, one, "Along the 
Wissahickon " and "Rubicani Road," 
the latter referring to Tom Daly's own 
home street in Germantown. The frontis- 
piece, which illustrates "Rubicani 
Road," was made by Herbert Pullinger, 
the well-known artist, who is also a 
,1'hiladelphian. The volume is dedicated 
"To the Memory of .Toyce Kilmer," 
the young American poet-soldier who 
was killed in the Groat War and who 
was one of Mr. Daly's most intimate 
personal friends. 

Mr. Daly is also the author of four 
other volumes of verse, "Carolina, " 
" Cnnzoiii. " " Madrigali " and "Songs 
of Wedlock," all of which, along with 
"McAroni Ballads," are published in 
a uniform edition by Harcourt, Brace 
& Co.
